A PUBLICLY funded radiogra- 
phy service is significantly under- 
cutting private competitors in 
Geelong, according to an industry 
operator. 

Lake Imaging operations direc- 
tor Craig Lightfoot said private 
services could lose up to 40 per 
cent of their business to the 
aggressive marketing of Barwon 
Health's imaging service. 

He warned that Barwon 



Medical Imaging might force pri- 
vate operators to cut "unviable" 
radiology and imaging services. 

"BMI is competing with us for 
services and business but it has a 
competitive advantage," Mr 
Lightfoot said. 

"They have government fund- 
ing for staff, equipment and over- 
heads but we don't. 

"Because BMI enjoys public 
benevolent institution status they 
do not pay financial benefits tax 
or payroll tax. BMI also double 



dips by claiming Medicare 
rebates for services that have 
already been government funded. 

"We can't compete on price 
because of the extra level of fund- 
ing the hospital gets. 

"We're not worried about com- 
petition but we do want to com- 
pete on a level playing field." 

Mr Lightfoot said the 
Productivity Commission had 
ruled that government businesses 
should not use their public sector 
ownership to competitive advan- 



tage against private competitors. 

"This is clearly occurring in 
this region. 

"We perform 200,000 services 
a year. If we have to cut back our 
services I don't know where 
patients will go." 

Australian Diagnostic Imaging 
Association president Dr Ron 
Shnier said he was disappointed 
Federal Government had failed to 
respond to calls for indexation of 
Medicare rebates. 

"Unlike other Medicare 



rebates, rebates for radiology 
services have not been indexed 
since 1998. This has seen a 
widening gap between what the 
Government pays for these serv- 
ices and the cost of providing 
them - a gap patients must pay." 

Barwon Medical Imaging 
Director Associate Professor 
Andrew Whan said BMI was 
committed to delivering its serv- 
ices as fairly as possible. 

"BMI is a centre of excellence 
in the region and has to be equi- 



table in how we bill patients. We 
treat all patients the same by 
charging the prescribed fee and 
believe we are not in breach of 
competitive neutrality rules. 

"BMI provides imaging servic- 
es for patients both in the hospital 
and in the community; emergency 
imaging services are available 24 
hours a day/seven days a week. 

"Ultimately, patients can exer- 
cise their discretion in choosing 
their imaging provider."

PROPOSED spending limits on 
pokies players will cost the com- 
munity hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in support, according to 
local not-for-profit sports clubs. 

Buckley's chief executive offi- 
cer Michael Tonks said the pro- 
posed laws would "crucify" his 
club and its $300,000 return to 
sport leagues. 

Clubs Australia this week dis- 
tributed to residents in the federal 
seat of Corangamite a four-page 
leaflet opposing the proposed lim- 
its on gamblers' spending, draw- 
ing an immediate response from 
Labor MP Darren Cheeseman. 

"This is a totally disgraceful 
and deceitful campaign coming 
from big gambling operators who 
every day grow wealthier off the 
misery of problem gamblers and 
their families," he said. 

"In fact, our region has been 
the most successful region right 
across Australia in winning fund- 
ing for sporting clubs." 

Mr Tonks said Buckley's

recently distributed 38 life-saving 
defibrillator machines worth 
$100,000 to sports clubs across 
the region. 

"Almost all our profits go back 
into the community and they 
could be halved or more depend- 
ing on the reduction in revenue if 
these laws come in. 

Mr Tonks said Buckley's had 
14,800 members across the state. 

"I've never met Mr Cheeseman 
but I'd be happy to explain to him 



what our club is all about," he 
said. 

"We don't want to make money 
out of problem gamblers. It needs 
to be addressed but mandatory 
pre-commitment is not it." 

Leopold Sportsman's Club 
manager Ray McPhee said his 
venue "heavily supported" sport 
clubs and schools. 

"We do an audited report every 
year showing what activities and 
support has been provided to the 
community. Our community bene- 
fit statement shows that we pro- 
vide more than $10,000 to the 
community." 

Mr McPhee said he supported 
Clubs Australia position. 

Mr Cheeseman said 10 new or 
upgraded sports facilities had 
opened in the past four years, with 
none closing or threatened with 
closure. 

"My record speaks for itself, as 
does that of the big gambling 
companies who have been 
dragged kicking and screaming to 
every gambling reform.

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Cleaner strike action 
raises stink at Avalon

CLEANERS at Avalon Airport will 
strike from this Friday over an ongoing 
pay dispute, union officials have 
warned. 

United Voice said passengers would 
pass through dirty airports as the strike 
spread from Melbourne's Tullamarine 
Airport to Avalon. 

Assistant Victorian Secretary Ben 
Redford said Spotless employees want a 
$1600 allowance returned after it was 
removed from their contracts during 
"award-modernisation" this year. 

Mr Redford said cleaners working 



for other companies still received the 
payment, which supplemented travel 
and "difficult" work conditions. 

"Cleaners are standing firm in refus- 
ing to accept less money for doing the 
same job as other airport cleaners and 
now cleaners at Avalon are joining 
them," he said. 

"Just like their colleagues at 
Tullamarine, the cleaners at Avalon 
Airport simply cannot understand why 
they should be paid $1600 a year less 
than cleaners at Melbourne Airport's 
international and Virgin terminals." 

In July airport cleaners working for 



ISS Cleaning successfully fought to 
have the payment restored. 

Spotless spokeswoman Kerrina 
Lawrence said Avalon would stay clean 
this week despite the negotiations. 

"Avalon Airport remained clean and 
tidy despite union misinformation. For 
several weeks the United Voice union 
has said that Avalon Airport could be 
left unclean owing to potential strike 
action," Ms Lawrence said. 

"Spotless confirms that last Monday 
one staff member stopped work at the 
airport. 

"On Tuesday and Wednesday a full 



cleaning crew performed all the nor- 
mal duties." 

Ms Lawrence said Spotless had 
offered its cleaners wage increases on 
top of rates above $20 an hour for 
many staff. 

Avalon general manager Justin 
Giddings said the airport had yet to be 
advised of formal action but would 
monitor the situation. 

Mr Giddings hoped the dispute 
could be resolved before Friday. 

Spotless employs 11 staff at Avalon 
Airport. 



Coach donation a ray of Sunshine for youths' new start

A GEELONG program keeping at-risk youth 
out of trouble has a new set of wheels thanks to 
the children's charity Variety Australia. 

Variety acting chief executive officer Rod 
Dalglish presented the new Sunshine Coach to 
Newstart organisers outside Geelong's City 
Hall on Wednesday. 

Newstart will use the 12-seater vehicle to 
take program participants on outings and activ- 
ities. 

The program caters for children, often from 
broken or dysfunctional homes, deemed at risk 
of running foul of society and the law. 

Victoria Police and the Victorian education 
department run Newstart to offer leadership 
training, sport activities and other personal 
development initiatives. 

Variety spokesman Kerry Bradley said the 
$50,000 vehicle was the 151st Sunshine Coach 
donated to Victorian children's groups. 

"Nationally, the figure is 1202 Sunshine 
Coaches since the program began in the early 
1990s." 

Mr Bradley said the financial support of 
many people and organisations made the dona- 
tions possible. 

"We run our own fund raising activities like 
the Variety Big Bash car rally, on an annual 
basis but we're also reliant on grants from such 
organisations as the Bendigo Bank and munic- 
ipalities such as City of Greater Geelong." 

Mr Bradley said past Sunshine Coach recip- 
ients included a wide range of groups and char- 
ities caring for neglected, disabled or other- 
wise disadvantaged young people. 

"The Sunshine Coaches get people out and 
about so that they can connect with the com- 
munity at large," he said.

Motor sport complex waiting on race track talks

The Independent reported in 
October that grassroots motor sports 
clubs feared plans for a large corpo- 
rate facility would squeeze them out 
of Avalon. 

Mr Harrison said CAMS represen- 
tatives visited the complex two weeks 
ago for a track inspection. 

"My understanding is that State 
Government does not have funding 
available for motor sports. A similar 



previous proposal didn't happen two 
or three years ago, so anything like 
this relies on State Government input. 
"There have been some proposals 
put to us in the past but we have no 
intention of giving up the land title or 
motor sports permit. Where we are 
now is great because we have our per- 
mit and there's no housing around us." 
Western District Car Club vice 
president Adrian Johns said a com- 
mercially based motor sports complex 



would affect the financial viability of 
the existing club-based track. 

"This type of proposal will affect us 
more than others and will affect our 
income," he said. 

"We hope CAMS will enable this to 
be kept at club level. We'd like the 
opportunity to have input into some- 
thing like this." 

CAMS had not returned the 
Independent's call for comment before 
the paper went to press.

Our first fighter pilot's 'splendid dash' 

Forgotten hero found

A FORGOTTEN hero of the Great 
War has been rediscovered thanks to a 
St Leonards historian's new book. 

Retired history lecturer Peter 
Munster unearthed the amazing story 
of Lieutenant Tom Burkett while 
researching Remembering Our Anzacs. 

The book traces the exploits of the 
36 young men from St Leonards and 
Indented Head in World War I. 

Mr Munster discovered that Tom 
Burkett was one of the first in the dis- 
trict to enlist in 1915. 

He was sent to Egypt for training 
then saw action in the ill-fated 
Gallipoli campaign. 

Lt Burkett then went to France 
where he would have fought in the 
infamous Battle of the Somme if not 
for a crucial decision. 

The English Army needed trainee 
pilots for its fledgling Royal Flying 
Corps and the young St Leonards man 
decided to volunteer. 

"Tom went on to become the 
Bellarine Peninsula's first fighter pilot 
and its first military aviation hero", Mr 
Munster said. 

In 1917 Lt Burkett was cited for 
"conspicuous gallantry" during a dog- 
fight against German airforce units. 



Mr Munster said military records 
revealed the Australian pilot engaged 
"a superior force of enemy aircraft". 

Lt Burkett was wounded early in the 
battle but continued fighting. 

"Eventually he shot down two air- 
craft and drove-off two others before 
landing safely," Mr Munster said. 

Lt Burkett received the Military 
Cross, his citation praising his "splen- 
did dash and coolness" under fire. 

Mr Munster spent two years of 
intensive research to uncover the 
details of Lt Burkett's wartime service. 

"Sadly, the Tom Burkett story did 
not end happily", Mr Munster said, 
"he was never to return to his beloved 
St Leonards". 

"Because he had resigned from the 
Australian Army to join the Royal 
Flying Corps, Australian officials 
refused to pay for his return trip home 
after the War. 

"Unable to pay the fare, Lt Burkett 
was forced to stay on in England 
where he worked with a motor engi- 
neering company". 

Mr Munster said he would officially 
release Remembering Our Anzacs, his 
fifth book, during October's St 
Leonards Festival.

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Donation to Jirrahlinga just what the doctor ordered

A MELBOURNE animal shelter has 
donated a portable hospital to save 
injured koalas at a Barwon Heads 
sanctuary. 

The donation arrived at Jirrahlinga 
Koala and Wildlife Sanctuary this 
week after a fire in July burnt down 
the facility's koala hospital, killing 
six of its patients. 

Jirrahlinga co-director Tehree 
Gordon said the Lost Dogs Home's 
donation brought her staff to tears. 

Mrs Gordon estimated the 12- 
metre-long building was worth 
around $10,000. 

"It was amazing for them to ring us 
and offer the hospital," she said. 

"They even brought it down and set 
it all up. We're just blowN away. 

"It means that if there are any dis- 
asters we'll be able to step straight 



back in without any confusion or lack 
of equipment. 

"We're on top of the world at the 
moment." 

Lost Dogs Home general manager 
Sue Conroy said she had worked with 
Jirrahlinga over the years, so she 
understood its desperation. 

Recent upgrades at the Lost Dogs 
Home had allowed the donation, she 
said. 

"Jirrahlinga's been through so 
much in the past few months and real- 
ly deserves a bit of a helping hand," 
Ms Conroy said. 

"We'd like to think that if we were 
ever in the same situation other ani- 
mal welfare organisations would get 
behind us and offer their support. 
After all, we're here for the same rea- 
son - to care for and protect animals."

RENTERS have been paying illegal 
charges for direct debit dishonour fees, 
agencies in the Geelong region have 
admitted. 

Victorian Civil and Administrative 
Tribunal (VCAT) declared the fees, 
some up to $30, illegal at a regional 
property managers forum in Geelong 
two weeks ago. 

Forum convenor Rodney Adams, of 
Gartland Real Estate, said the ruling 
came as a surprise. 

Mr Adams said his agency only 
passed on financial institutions' $2.50 
dishonour fee when a direct debit 
transaction was rejected. 



"Most of the major agencies offer a 
direct debit system but the dishonour 
fees vary from agency to agency. It also 
depends on how much they get charged 
by their bank," Mr Adams said. 

"Some get charged $5 or even more, 
so it becomes more of an issue. Where 
they're charging $30 an agency admin- 
istrative fee may have been added." 

Mr Adams said VCAT's advice was 
to either absorb the fee or charge it 
back to the landlord. 

"Compared to the convenience of 
tenants paying by direct debit, we feel 
it's best to absorb the fee." 

A Consumer Affairs Victoria 
spokesperson said tenants could not be 
charged fees for paying rent. 



"This also means a landlord cannot 
charge a tenant a fee for the first issue 
of a rental payment card or the estab- 
lishment or use of direct debit facili- 
ties," the spokesperson said. 

She said the Residential Tenancies 
Act specifically mentioned penalty 
charges for tenants with insufficient 
funds for direct debits. 

"Tenants are required to pay their rent 
in the manner specified in their tenancy 
agreement. The landlord cannot force a 
tenant to change the way their rent is 
paid without their agreement." 

A Centrelink spokesperson said ten- 
ants using its free direct bill paying 
service, Centrepay, could not be 
charged fees. 



"Centrepay organisations pay a 
transaction fee for each successful 
deduction. Centrepay is free for cus- 
tomers," the spokesperson said. 

Any Centrepay organisation passing 
on a fee would be in breach of its con- 
tract, the spokesperson said. 

Centrelink said affected customers 
should be reimbursed or Centrepay 
contracts could be terminated. 

Tenants Union of Victoria spokesper- 
son Maryanne Hopkins said negotiation 
was the best way of settling issues. 

"If a tenant believes they have been 
unfairly charged a fee they should 
write to their agent in the first 
instance," she said.

Scenes of tragedy 
still haunting Bill

SIXTEEN- YEAR SES veteran 
Bill Verheyen has seen more 
road carnage than he cares to 
remember. 

The trouble is, he can't for- 
get. 

It's impossible not to be 
moved when sitting in Bill's 
Norlane lounge room listening 
to his litany of experiences. 

This is what the Road Trauma 
Support Services volunteer 
brings when he talks to drivers 
undertaking court-ordered driv- 
er education program. 

It's as close to a road accident 
scene that the listener can get 
without actually being there. 

Bill asks the program partici- 
pants to close their eyes and 
imagine the scene he lays out 
before them. 

He starts with the shrill 
sound of his pager alerting him 
to another collision in the 
northern suburbs. 

Bill lets wife Jan know of the 
call out and jumps in his car to 
drive to the SES depot to col- 
lect the Corio unit's road acci- 
dent rescue gear. 

He takes the group through his 
efforts to remain professional as 
he deals with death and serious 
injury while still recognising the 
sadness and anger in some deep 
part of his heart and soul. 

He explains how he returns 
home and tries to deal with 
what he has just witnessed. 

It's become a lot more diffi- 
cult lately, Bill admitted. 

In fact, the former Corio SES 
training officer and controller

had to give it away recently 
because he simply saw too 
many shattered lives. 

"I got sick of cutting people 
out of cars," he said simply. 

Bill's like that, matter of fact 
and direct, but an underlying 
depth of emotion is impossible 
to mistake. 

"There have been many times 
when I've attended an accident 
on a straight piece of road and 
thought 'Why the hell?' 

"I just cannot understand 
how they've hit a tree or anoth- 
er car. It's just such a senseless 
waste of life. 

"Every time I see a dead 



young driver I think of what 
could have been. What could 
they have done with their life? 

"These are not stupid kids 
but often its just one stupid 
decision." 

Bill admitted to losing count 
of the times he had woken but 
couldn't get back to sleep 
because of the thoughts running 
through his head. 

"It takes a huge emotional 
toll," he said. 

"Sometimes I'll talk about it 
with my family to help process 
it." 

The subject brings up deep- 
seated emotions for Jan as well.

Her sister was killed in a road 
accident in New Zealand four 
years ago. 

Jan accompanies Bill to the 
group sessions to express her 
feelings about losing a loved 
one to the roads and one 
unthinking act. 

"Ten years ago we had 9/11 
that claimed 3000 lives but 
we've lost that many on the 
roads in the last 10 years," Bill 
said quietly. 

"That was a one-off but the 
road toll is not."

Geelong boss tells inquiry: 

Carbon tax to 
kill galvaniser

A GEELONG galvanising firm 
will lose work and jobs to product 
imported from countries without a 
carbon tax, an inquiry has heard. 

Geelong Galvanising general 
manager David Chaston included 
the warning in his submission to a 
Senate inquiry into Australia's 
proposed carbon tax. 

"There is a threat to our industry 
of pre-galvanised product from 
China (that) does not have the same 
carbon tax," Mr Chaston said. 

"We don't mind competing 
against imported product but we 
pay the tax and the imports don't. 

"Importers do not have the 
same cost impost and work is 
already being lost in the industry 
because of it." 

Mr Chaston said the industry 
was already operating at only 40 



per cent capacity because of the 
level of imports. 

"It would be okay if it was a 
level playing field and we don't 
mind paying a price for carbon 
but not if no one else is doing it." 

Mr Chaston said he saw what 
happened when tariff protections 
were removed while he was 
involved in the automotive industry. 

Geelong Galvanising employs 
30 people at its hot-dip galvanising 
plant in Bacchus Marsh Rd, Corio. 

Galvanising Association of 
Australia chief Peter Golding said 
the tax was "certainly a concern". 

"The carbon tax has a net effect 
on the value of the production 
chain from iron ore to steel, fabri- 
cators, galvanisers and end-users. 
It has costs added to it all along 
the process and the galvanisers 
are at the end of the chain and it's 



difficult to influence the outcome. 

"If Australian steel is higher 
than the cost of foreign product 
it's no surprise the big engineering 
firms are looking offshore to buy 
product. The high Australian dol- 
lar is making it cheaper to import. 

"As a country we need to get 
the balance right." 

Mr Golding said the industry 
had a capacity of 700,000 tonnes 
but five to six times that total 
capacity was imported. 

"We're not looking for protec- 
tionism but we do want to go in 
fairly and quote on jobs and deliv- 
er Australian product and main- 
tain Australian jobs. 

"We don't even know what the 
net effect of the carbon tax is 
going to be but we expect it to be 
negative."

GEELONG'S mayor has opposed 
a State Government decision to 
move next year's council elec- 
tions back a month. 

John Mitchell said he preferred 
keeping the elections on the last 
Saturday in November. 

The Government has 

announced the elections will shift 
to the fourth Saturday in October. 

"We'll work within the con- 
fines of the rules but this indicates 
the difficulty when making policy 
on the run," Cr Mitchell said. 



Local Government Minister 
Jeanette Powell said the change 
would "improve governance and 
forward planning" for councils. 

"This reform is particularly 
important for new councillors 
who face the challenging task of 
learning councils' operations and 
preparing for their first council 
budget and council plan," Ms 
Powell said. 

"The date has been brought for- 
ward to allow councillors to be 
inducted into new roles before the 
Christmas/new year break." 



A Victorian Electoral Commi- 
sion report warned the change 
could increase promotional costs 
for council and reduce voter par- 
ticipation. 

Delivering postal ballots to 
homes unoccupied during school 
holidays also increased the poten- 
tial for electoral fraud because bal- 
lot papers would not be secure in 
mailboxes, the commission said. 

The Independent reported in 
April that the date change would 
clash with school holidays and 
major events.

The all-new Renault Latitude is a 
family-sized sedan that effective- 
ly replaces the Laguna as the 
French carmaker's flagship model. 
Built in conjuction with Renault's 
South Korean partner, Samsung, it 
benefits from lower production costs 
but retains European engineering 
expertise. 

The giant leaps forward in the qual- 
ity of South Korean cars that we've 
seen in recent Hyundai and Kia mod- 
els are again evident in this big 
Renault which is built to a high stan- 
dard. 

As with the Renault models 
launched by the 'new' Renault organi- 
sation in Australia, value for money is 
very much part of the equation and the 
Latitude sells for just $36,990 in its 
standard format and $42,490 as the 
upmarket Latitude Luxe. 

The Luxe comes loaded with equip- 
ment, including twin sunroofs, leather 
trim, a massage system built into the 
driver's seat, a high quality Bose audio 
and a reversing camera. 

Another value item from Renault is 
the introduction of a warranty that 
lasts for five years. 

This warranty applies to other new 
Renault cars with the exception of the 
high-performance RenaultSport vari- 
ants, which remain at three years due 



to the harder life they are likely to 
lead. 

Note that the prices quoted above 
are for both the turbo-diesel and V6 
petrol engines. More details about 
them in a moment. 

On-road costs have to be factored 
in. 

We attended the world premier of 
the Renault Latitude at the Paris Motor 
Show in 2010 and liked its styling. 

There's nothing radical about the 
shape, Renault leaves that to its small- 
er cars, but Latitude has a simple ele- 
gance that's very French. 

Its lines are just right for the conser- 
vative segment of the market in which 
it is operating. 

Interior space is good in the front, 
with large comfortable seats. 

There's good legroom for two in the 
back seat, though it's not easy to get 
your feet under the front seats so that 
can hinder comfort. 

Three children will find plenty of 
space in the width of the back seat and 
the fact that the big car uses front- 
wheel drive means the centre floor 
tunnel isn't overly intrusive. 

Headroom in the back is slightly 
compromised by the sunroof in the 
topline Renault Latitude Luxe model. 
Try it for yourself if tall travellers are 
going to be back there.

The boot is huge and goes back a long way. 
Luggage space can be further expanded by using the 
folding rear seat backrests. 

Power comes from either a 2.0-litre turbo-diesel 
four cylinder producing 127 kilowatts of power, and 
380 Newton metres of torque at 2000 rpm; or a neat 
2.5-litre V6. The latter could prove a winner in a 
class that's dominated by four-cylinder powerplants. 
Power from the V6 is 133 kW, torque peaks at 235 
Nm at 4400 revs. 

The V6 engine is similar to the one used by 
Renault's partner, Nissan, in its Maxima. 

We tested Latitude Luxes with both engines dur- 
ing an extensive drive program out of Casuarina at 
the top end of New South Wales. 

As expected, the V6 petrol is the smoother of the 
two, but it has less torque. That was largely sorted 
out with the six-speed automatic transmission being 
willing to change to get the engine up into the peak 
area of its torque band. Manual shifts let the driver 
have control over the auto when required. 

The diesel is typical of its breed in being almost 
as quiet as the petrol when heard from inside the 
Latitude and offering plenty of grunt as well as sig- 
nificantly lower fuel consumption. 

Turbo lag is about average from modern diesels in 
this class. 

Steering and handling are very good, with a real 
European feel so presumably the French have 
played a big part in this important area. 

Ride comfort is generally fine, but the stylish low 
profile tyres (45 series sitting on 18-inch wheels) 
did create some firmness on poorer sealed roads, 
and also created a fair bit of road roar at times.

Connecting people and communities 
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Anglers work hard for quality captures 




LAST weekend brought ordinary condi- 
tions but anglers who worked hard were 
rewarded with some quality captures. 

Geelong and District Angling Club 
headed to Deep Lake where members 
overcame discoloured water to land seven 
rainbow trout from 920g to 1.4kg. All fish 
were taken on bait. 

Garry Kennet fished Bostock Reservoir 
to find rainbows between 700g and 900g 
dominant. Flies such as Woolly Buggers 
and lures including small Tassie Devils 
and dark-coloured Celtas have been suc- 
cessful at the reservoir. 

I sought shelter at the top arm of West 
Barwon Reservoir, which produced brown 
and rainbow trout. Most fish averaged 1kg 
and were taken on Atomic Shads in the 
Muddy Prawn colour. 

An all-night session at Lake Bullen 
Merri was a winner for Matt Jennings who 
caught three magnificent brown trout on 
gudgeon fished under a float. Matt's best 
fish was a touch over 3kg. 

Anglers nearby also landed a few 
browns along with rainbows of 900g on 
Powerbait. 

Paul and Eddy Sharp fished from there 
Hobies at Lake Elingamite where trolling 
and casting SX40s resulted in redfin to 
over 1kg along with two brown trout of 
1.5kg each. 

Pollocksford produced the odd trout 
landed on small smelt-imitation lures. 

North Geelong's Seagull Lake gave 
anglers plenty of sport on carp. Most were 
just over 1kg but a few beauties of around 
4kg were also been caught on corn and 
bread. 

Anglers fishing the Barwon River estu- 
ary on the rising tides found salmon and 
some outstanding silver trevally, with soft 
plastics best. 

Queenscliff cut has little attention but 
Portsea's Henry Jacobs made the trip over 
on the ferry to find fish. Henry used 
Turtleback worms in the Pumpkin Green 
shade to land a dozen fish to 1.5kg and 
also lost a similar number that wrapped 
his line around piles. 

Squid numbers have been up and down 
due to the weather but Xavier Faith hit the 
shoreline at Hermsley to cast Yamashita 
2.5 jigs, landing his bag limit in just two 
hours. 

Squid were also been taken right along 
the Bellarine Peninsula, with the best cap- 
tures coming from very shallow water. 

Whiting captures were down but serious 
anglers still managed to land a few with 
fresh squid making all the difference. 

Anglers found the trend of trolling for 
snapper a great option in the windy weath- 
er. Damian Sharp did as well as anyone,

landing seven fish to 3.6kg while working 
just off the channel on the Geelong side of 
Clifton Springs in his first try trolling for 
snapper. 

Corio Bay produced big numbers of 
small snapper, with anglers casting soft 
plastics in the vicinity of Royal Geelong 
Yacht Club catching any number of fish 
including the odd specimen pushing 45cm. 

Snapper were also biting on the 
Stingaree spoil grounds, especially its 
southern edge. Soft plastics worked best 
but bait anglers should stick to squid to 
deal will all the small fish. 

Pike have shown up in numbers, with 
the outer-harbour spoil grounds producing 
fish of to close to lm. The inner-harbour 
pike have generally been smaller, as 
anglers casting small, baitfish-profile 
lures at North Shore will attest. 

Snapper were still a viable option from 
Corio Bay, with most taken after dark. 
The best location has been directly out 
from the silos piers on the mud on the far 



side of the channel. 

I have received numerous reports from 
anglers travelling distances to get catch fish, 
with the results making the effort worth- 
while. Dean West found Lake Fyans busy 
with redfin to 1.2kg and trout to 1.5kg. 

Andrew Dellaca headed to the Glenelg 
River where the bream took soft plastics 
and hard- bodied lures. 

Fifteen-year-old Nick Whelan has also 
been on the move, landing a nice brown 
trout at Lake Eildon. 

This weekend looks ideal for salmon 
from the surf during the afternoon high tides 
at Fairhaven and Eastern View. 

The Barwon River estuary should also 
be worthwhile for salmon and silver 
trevally on soft plastics.
